tent In Iowa and approximately to £0 
in Kaniiii. while jn New York even it 
Is piobable that at least one-half Of 
tho farm homes are thus equipped. 


Telephones ate but one evidence of 


progress on the farms, 
Jn Vermont 


11.4 per cent of the farms are lighted 
by gas or electricity, • In New York 
the percentage Is 12.9 per cent and In 
the far west, where power from the 
mountains Is more available, Utah has 
4J.4 per cent so lighted, and California 
25.9 per cent. Altogether it appears 
that the time Is not far distant when 
the ancient kerosene lamp and tub- 
\iiar lantern—it Is not much more 
than TO years since these things were 
not old but new, and apparently the 
lost word In Illumination—will be a.
